For our text I wish to call our readers’ 
attention to Proverbs 23:23, “Buy the 
truth, and sell it not; also wisdom, and 
instruction, and understanding.” 

We are entreated by the wise man to 
make a purchase of truth and after that 
we have purchased it, he states, “‘sell it 
not.” However, before I buy a thing 
I would like to know what it is, what 
it is worth, etc. Well, in this case we 
are buying “TRUTH”! 

What Is Truth? 

John 17:17, “Sanctify them through 
thy truth, THY WORD is TRUTH.” 
This is plain within itself. Truth is the 
foundation of all spiritual reality. No 
man can attain God’s favor unless he 
meets the requirements of God’s Word, 
“TRUTH.” It points men to God and 
spiritual life at every juncture. Prophecy 
proves its authenticity. It’s true to life 
and furnishes the solution of all questions. 
It is the best history of man on earth. 
The best government is found where 
truth is alive. Truth clearly defines the 
condition of the living and the dead and 
will reveal the present spiritual state of 
all men. The author (Jesus) died for its 
enemies as well as its friends. Truth gives 
no bad advice, condemns all vice, com- 
mends all virtue, and promises eternal life 
to those who purchase it (TRUTH). It 
sanctifies believers who obey it as it is 
sealed with the blood of the Testator 
(Jesus), thus providing as an evidence 
of that fact ONENESS, John 17:21, 
“That they all may be one. . .” It provides 
glory, verse 22, “‘and the glory that thou 
gavest me I have given them.” Truth is 
an armor for the sanctified, and a neces- 
sity, because Jesus prayed, “Sanctify them 
through thy truth,” because I am going 
to send them out into the world, verses 
18, 21. Yes, dear reader, we must be 
armed with TRUTH to stand in these 
last days. 

Truth is an established principle that 
is sound. There are many teachings to- 
day but truth determines their soundness. 
Some run after manifestations, demon- 
strations, and high sounding words and 
theories, but let us not forget that the 
apostle Paul said in 1 Thess. 5:21, 
“PROVE ALL THINGS; (after you 
have proven them by the TRUTH then) 
hold fast that which is good” (and dis- 
regard that which is not good). You will 
always find some who are inconsistent in 
their teaching, but the concurrence of the 
Scriptures will determine the TRUTH! 
not one scripture alone but several, as a 
teaching or doctrine must not be found- 
ed on one scripture alone, but many. 
You will find many who put construction 
on scripture and make it say what they 
choose. This is doing violence to the 
scripture and should never be done, but 
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scripture or TRUTH will shine above all, 
clearly, if you take it as it really presents 
itself. 


TRUTH is the girdle which binds all 
the virtues and graces of godliness to- 
gether. Put repentance, conversion, new 
birth, sanctification, the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost, feet washing, tithing, etc., 
all together and you have the sum and 
substance of TRUTH. This is the man- 
ner in which the Church is identified, 
not by name alone but by what consti- 
tutes its teachings, doctrines, and gov- 
ernment. Truth is the mainspring to all 
church discipline, spirituality, and life. 
The Scriptures are the records of TRUTH 
and Jesus is the Prince of TRUTH, and 
the gladsome sound of the gospel is pre- 
eminently the TRUTH as it is in JE- 
SUS! TRUTH is the crown of all human 
excellency. A truthful CHURCH MEM- 
BER DOES NOT ALONE PRIDE HIM- 
SELF IN BEING A MEMBER BUT TO 
BE TRUE TO HIS DUTY TO THE 
CHURCH. If he says he loves the 
Church of God and refuses to comply 
with its requirements, and that freely, 
it would appear that he was not truthful. 
THE MINISTER WHO SAYS HE 
LOVES THE CHURCH OF GOD and 
continually finds fault with its program 
is out of order and out of line with 
truth. A state of TRUTH is a state of 
GRACE, but a state of SIN is a state 
of ERROR! 


What Does Truth Cost? 


It costs self-denial, sacrifice, complete 
surrender to God, separation, and dedi- 
cation to God. This makes good men and 
women for God and good ministers of 
the manifold grace of God. Such people 
are not always wanting the best places, 


the best of everything, at the sacrifice of 
others, It makes one unselfish. Some want 
to evangelize in the best churches, receive 
the most money and take the course of 
least resistance, but I feel this is foreign 
to the policy of Jesus, the apostle Paul, 
Peter, and hundreds of thousands of 
others who GAVE THEIR LIVES FOR 
THE GOSPEL. LET THIS BE OUR 
MOTTO, “NOT MY WILL BUT 
THINE.” YES, WHERE HE LEADS 
ME I WILL FOLLOW. I find some 
these days, however, who say, “I’ll come 
to you for a meeting for twenty-five 
dollars per week,” or some say, “Come 
and work with me and I'll pay you plen- 
ty.” Well, if it’s money and gain we are 
after, I suppose truth could be forfeited 
in a degree here, BUT HOW WILL WE 
STAND IN THE LIGHT OF FRUTH 
IN THE JUDGMENT? 

Dear readers, my soul is burdened; I 
hear the cry of the hundreds who have 
never heard the truth. Let us pay the 
price, launch out in new fields, visit your 
neighboring towns, carry the TRUTH 
over the world, and hasten the coming 
of Jesus. Amen.

Dr. S. Parkes Cad- 
man was conducting a meeting in the city of Birmingham. He 
took part with the ministers in their fight against the opening 
of moving picture shows on Sunday.

Cadman, “Don’t you have Sunday movies in your city?” “Why 
certainly,” was the answer.

In His prayer to the Father in St. John 17:15, 16, Jesus 
said, “I pray not that thou shouldest take them out of the world, 
but that thou shouldest keep them from the evil. They are not 
of the world, even as I am not of the world.” So the true status 
of the believer is that he is in the world but he is not of the 
world. It is necessary that he should eat that which is provided 
by the world, and wear that which is provided by the world, 
and ride in an automobile that is worldly, and partake of the 
other literal things that belong to the world order, and yet be- 
long to a different society. He does not run with the world to 
keep the world from hurting him and yet he is not always at 
dagger’s point with the world, fighting and firing away; but 
by his life shows his belief in the immaculate Son of God. Thus 
as the patriot makes America first by standing for America 
without anathematizing every other person in the world who 
is not an American and without isolating himself from every

IN the thought of peace, one usually thinks 
of a beautiful inland lake with no inlet nor 
outlet, with hardly a ripple upon 
its bosom, but all quiet and glas- 
sy-Lke, with scarcely a sound. 
But Christian peace is something 
far different to that. It is the 
state of the soul which is born 
when life is adjusted to the will 
of God. It may be, as has been 
described in Christianity crises, 
as the peace of waters which have 
left the placid quiet of an upland 
lake and pour _ tumultously 
through the perils and surprises of 
their river bed, but which have 
the security of the channel and 
the certainty of their goal. 

It must have been this kind of 
a peace that our Master thought 
of and that He was possessed of 
on the night of His agony when 
He bequeathed it to His disciples, saying, “My peace I give un- 
to you: not as the world giveth give I unto you.” The peace of 
the world which Christ contrasts with His own is a flight from 
unpleasantness either by adjustment to the world of conven- 
tion or by an escape into seclusion or isolation; but the life of 
Jesus which portrays the peace which we are to have, was 
neither. That peace which the apostles exhibited, which had 
been given them from the Son of God, was not portrayed, either 
by conformity to the world orders or by secluding themselves 
in the forest. This idea of seclusion was thought of in the years 
that the Church had lost its power with God, and resulted in 
societies being formed in which its adherents, the monks, iso- 
lated themselves in communities far away from civilization and 
denied themselves the privileges that the world had to offer. 
But those who have exhibited the real peace of God have been 
those, who, with an undisturbed quietness, have waged war 
against the powers of the enemy. It is with this undaunted 
courage, in standing for the right, neither giving in as slaves 
to Satan or running from him but aggressively declaring the 
truth of righteousness, that we will be able to maintain the 


peace of God. 


The Paradox

OF TITHES AND MISSIONS FROM THE YEAR 1923-24 
THROUGH 1939-40, INCLUSIVE 


This graph was carefully prepared to show you at a glance 
the progress of the Church over these many years. The base of 
the graph is the line above the date. The receipts for missions 
are shown by the white upright panels against the darker back- 
ground which represents the receipts for tithes. You can read- 
ily see that the amount for missions is rapidly gaining on the 
amount for tithes; in fact, we verily believe that this will be 
the last year that the tithe of tithes will exceed missions. 


You will notice that in recent years the length of our As- 
sembly or fiscal years have varied in length from eleven to 
thirteen months. During this last year—eleven and one-half 
months—the receipts far exceed those of the previous fiscal 
year of thirteen months. The amount of tithes in 1940, which 
umounted to $62,725.17, is over $4,000 more than twice the 
amount received in 1935—or nearly $5,000 more than three 
times the amount received in 1930. The total amount of tithes 
received in the past five years will equal $17,571.64 more than 
all the tithes received in the TWELVE years from 1923 to 
1935, inclusive. 


Missions—the amount raised last year ($53,963.30) shows 
1 gain over the thirteen months of the preceding fiscal year by 
$15,000, which is the largest increase of any year over the pre- 
vious year in the history of the Church. The amount received 
last year for missions alone is $11,400 more than the sum total 
of all mission money raised from 1923 to 1935, inclusive. It 
was in 1935-36 that the Church doubled the amount paid for 
missions; and since that time (during the period of the last five 
years), the total amount received for foreign missions is only 
$6,700 short of being exactly four times the amount of mission 
money raised for the twelve years prior to this period. In other 
words, at the rate money was raised during the first twelve 
years as shown on this chart, it would have taken forty-eight 
years to raise what we have raised during the last five years. 
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Thus far this year, tithes and missions have shown an ap- 
preciable increase over the same months for last year; and al- 
though this Assembly year will be a short one too, we are, nev- 
ertheless, expecting the totals for the year to exceed our re- 


ceipts for last year. 

I fancy I can hear you say now: “Praise God! The Church 
of God is growing, and how happy I am that I am a member. 
Just think, my faithfulness in giving my little bit, added to 
that of thousands and tens of thousands of others, makes this 


wonderful progress!”

We are happy to be able to report that 
the same Lord who is working mightily 
in our Church in the United States is al- 
so the Lord of the Mexicans. Our good 
Brother Ruesga, who has built this work 
from the foundation, has built up a 
splendid organization through fifteen or 
more years of labor. We have well- 
trained and capable workers with 
churches ranging from fifty to several 
hundred members, scattered all over 
southern Mexico. In many cities are 
Christians calling for workers to come tn 
and organize a church preaching the gos- 
pel of the Church of God. We are train- 
ing workers to supply this hungry de- 
mand in the Bible School here in Mexico 
City. As in every Bible School, some of 
them will not become pastors or evange- 
lists, but they are an earnest group and 
quite a number of them plan to go into 
these needy fields upon graduation. In 
fact, some of our students are already 
pastoring local churches. 


One of the first things we noticed here 
was the need of the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit. It is like a great water system, 
with a well-built dam housing a_ great 
supply of water, perfect canals and pipe 
lines, but no one to turn the water into 
the system to water the thirsty land. The 
Church in Mexico is well organized and 
managed, but it seems that no one with 
the burden and ministry of the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit has labored among 
them, and the dry land is thirsty. On our 
missionary tours we have found the hun- 
griest gatherings of people it has been our 
privilege to minister to in any land. There 
are large churches with hundreds of 
members, and not one filled with the 
Holy Ghost. Out of some seventy active 
pastors only nine have received the infill- 
ing of the Holy Spirit. This has been a 
source of great burden in the Spirit to us. 

Tne pastor giadly granted our request 
that we have full charge of the Wednes- 
day night services on the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit. The Lord blessed from the 
start. The first Wednesday night one was 
filled. The second Wednesday night three 
received the blessed baptism. The third 
Wednesday night was a deluge. Thirty 
or forty lay prostrate on the floor under 
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the power of the third person of the 
Trinity, the mighty Holy Ghost. Seven 
were filled, some speaking in English and 
prophesying of the soon coming of Je- 
sus, when they did not know a word of 
English. Many were sanctified, and 
though we had not said a word about 
jewelry, earrings, necklaces, rings, and 
other decorations were pulled off and 
handed to the nearest worker or cast reck- 
lessly away. One of the student minis- 
ters was filled and several were slain un- 
der His great power and had stammering 
lips. Several saw beautiful visions. 


Shortly before Bible School opened we 
went on a missionary trip of some 700 
kilometers, visiting several churches in 
Vera Cruz and adjoining states. We were 
the first Americans to ever visit some of 
these churches. The people received us 
with great joy, showering us with rose 
and gardenia petals and giving us large 
baskets of sweet scented gardenias. Gar- 
denias may be bought there for 25 cents 
(Mexican money) for a basket of three 
or four dozen, which would be about § 
cents (American money). The people 
would gladly have stayed throughout the 
night, hearing us sing in Spanish and 
English and testify and preach to them, 
but late at night the pastor called us to 
dine and sleep, so we retired to the house, 
after being sincerely hugged by everyone 
in the service, some three hundred, many 
of them with tears and praises. They ex- 
acted a promise from us to return when 
possible for a revival. And you may be 
sure we gave the promise gladly. The pas- 
tor’s home had only one large room and 
a kitchen. They had dug up some old 
iron beds from somewhere, with lumpy 
mattresses, cheesecloth curtains were 
dropped from the wall between the beds 
and the eight of us spent the small re- 
mainder of the night in the one room, for 
we must be up at daylight to catch the 
train back to where we had left our car. 
You see, no auto can reach this city, built 
on a high mountain plateau, but the train 
winds its weary way around steep cliffs 
and across this plateau. 


The night before, we had rushed mad- 
ly to the depot, bought our tickets in 
haste and then learned that the train was 
a slight three hours late. It being then 
five o’clock and the services beginning at 














seven-thirty, the pastor determined to 
walk, and I insisted on joining him. It 
was some seven miles by train, and only 
three or four by foot. We walked back 
the highway into a canyon, then turned 
off along a mountain stream. The coun- 
try is tropical, but this was a 4,000 feet 
elevation and it was midwinter. I was not 
at all uncomfortable and so was surprised 
when the pastor asked to carry my coat, 
began to loosen his collar, and advised 
me to do likewise. I soon learned the rea- 
son, and why he had protested that the 
walk was too much for me. We suddenly 
left the stream along a narrow, tree-en- 
closed trail and started an ascent that was 
more than steep. It was almost a cliff. 
The path zigzagged back and forth ev- 
ery ten or thirty feet, and often we had 
to find foot holds and pull ourselves up 
by tree limbs. But it was enjoyable. We 
rose rapidly, and were soon able to look 
down into the beautiful tropical valley 
we had left, with its silvery stream wind- 
ing among the rocks and trees and flow- 
ers, and to gaze off across endless tree- 
covered mountains toward the brightly 
hued setting sun. 


The pastor had instructed his flock 
(we presume) to have flowers ready to 
give us a flower petal shower when we 
entered. Being the first white man to 
visit their church we presume they were 
rather excited, at any rate I know I was 
bewildered when a shower of rose and 
gardenia petals tumbled about my ears 
and others quickly followed until they 
had emptied their baskets on me. They 
were all amused when they learned that 
I was just the advance guard for those 
that were to follow, but their flowers 
were all gone. So they laughingly gathered 
up what they could, and pulled the petals 
out of some of the numerous baskets 
which lined the church and were ready 
for the main army to appear. Though it 
was all amusing, we were at the same time 
deeply touched by their sincere childlike 
show of love and appreciation. Many of 
the women were barefooted, and most of 
the men wore white cotton shirts and 
pants, with old tire sandles strapped to 
their dusty feet. But their faces all shone 
with the glory of the same Lord who 


saved and baptized us. Hallelujah! The

The following is clipped from a Mid- 
western daily: “Early travelers paused in 
their journeys between 2:00 a.m. and 
3:00 a.m. Saturday to watch the most 
spectacular and vivid display of heavenly 
lights seen in many years. Over the en- 
tire Northern segment of the heavens 
was a gray incandescence extending up- 
ward from the horizon with a glow akin 
to the first breaking of dawn. Above 
this arc of gray were pastel shadings of 
greens and purples and an outer fringe 
of red almost across the central dome of 
the heavens. Shafts of light similar to the 
beams of a searchlight shot up fanwise 
from the horizon through the maze of 
color, the light beams constantly shift- 
ing position and varying as to brilliance, 
and the colors, particularly the outer 
reddish fringe, changed as to intensity. 
Observers said the fringe changed from 
light shades up to a blood red, resembling 
somewhat the glow visible in the night 
sky when a large fire is in progress, the 
difference being that the red haze was 
not at the horizon but in the central 
heavens.” The writer had many people 
to call his attention to this phenomena. 
Even hardened sinners were visibly af- 
fected. “AND THERE SHALL BE 
SIGNS IN THE SUN, AND IN THE 
MOON, AND IN THE STARS.” Luke 
23325. 


TIME reveals that so far 6,700 con- 
scientious objectors have been turned up 
by the draft boards throughout the na- 
tion. The various churches are estab- 
lishing camps in stragetic points over the 
country where these men may be gain- 
fully employed in some non-combatant 
enterprise. They must pay, however, ap- 
proximately thirty or thirty-five dollars 
per month for their maintenance, as well 
as work the specified number of hours. 

Even 
those conscientiously opposed to war will 
sympathize with the righteousness of 
their nation’s cause and can through this 
plan render service to their country. The 
attitude of the Friends (Quaker) Church 
is summed up as follows: “We hope to 
enable the conscientious objector to make 
a constructive contribution to national 
life, to clean up forests, to recover aban- 
doned farms, to put his willingness to

serve into tasks that will be contributions 
to the life of his people. In the last war 
he (sometimes) had to go to military 
prison or camp. This time the U. S. will 
receive the benefit of his labor.” This 
position is well stated. May the Holy 
Ghost guide the officials of our beloved 
Church in leading our men of draft age 
into those channels and paths that will 
please the Almighty. 

The news of March 2 brought the sad 
news of another major earthquake in 
Greece. Larisa was hardest hit with 19,- 
000 people left homeless. Two-thirds of 
this city’s population of 30,000 were 
driven into the streets. Fires were raging 
and the people were in a panic of fear. 
While soldiers and police were trying to 
clear away the wreckage and release the 
imprisoned, Italian planes bombed the city 
unmercifully. 

The radio of March 3 announced an- 
other earthquake in California. This, to- 
gether with unusually heavy floods, has 
caused great inconvenience in that sunny 
country. These quakes are OCCURRING 
WITH PROPHETIC STATEMENTS. 
They are also coming in great frequency. 

“Amsterdam (Via Berlin) March 1— 
The German military authorities fined 
the city of Amsterdam nearly $8,000,000 
today as a penalty for recent disorders 
against the nazi occupation. The city 
must pay the money within a week and 
then collect within six weeks from in- 
habitants who are in the’ $5,000-a-year 
class. Thus approximately 3,000 of Am- 
sterdam’s 800,000 citizens will pay the 
bill. If the payments are not made 
promptly, further reprisals will be levied, 
it was stated. The towns of Hilversun 
and Zaandam were also fined a total 
amounting to around $1,500,000. NOT 
ONLY ARE THE PEOPLE CON- 
QUERED BUT THEY ARE NOT AL- 
LOWED TO SPEAK THEIR MIND 
AND BE PATRIOTS OF THEIR OWN 
COUNTRY AND ITS CUSTOMS. 

To show the intensity of feelings 
caused by the debate on the so-called 
lease-lend bill, or, Aid to Britain Bill, the 
following excerpts are quoted: Said Sena- 
tor McCarran, in opposition, ‘““My country

Now, let me quote from a proponent 
of the measure, the able Senator Austin, 
of Vermont: Upon being asked what was 
worse than war, Senator Austin responded 
as follows: “I say that a world enslaved to 
Hitler is worse than war, and worse than 
death. A country whose boys will not 
go out to fight to save Christianity in 
the world and to save the principle of 
freedom from ruthless destruction by a 
fiend—well, we do not find such boys 
in America.” Able, honest and sincere 
men are violently opposing and men fully 
as able, sincere and patriotic, are violently 
championing the measure. Human nerves 
have almost reached the breaking point. 
THERE IS NOTHING LEFT TO GOD- 
LOVING MEN AND WOMEN BUT 
TO LOOK TO GOD. Some Senators are 
open and utterly frank in saying that 
they are supporting this bill even though 
it will inevitably lead to war.

Mrs. Henrietta Green 
The Commercial Department of B. T. 
S. was organized under the direction of 
Brother J. H. Walker in the fall of 1930 
with ten students enrolled. 


The department had many obstacles to 
overcome: the school could not afford 
to buy any typewriters, and the only 
room available was on the third floor of 
the Auditorium when all the other classes 
were in the basement or on the first floor. 

Two tables and two long benches were 
the main equipment. The typewriters 
were borrowed from the Ayre School of 
Business and most of them were carried 
across town each day. The students never 
grumbled nor complained in any way 
about having to carry typewriters up and 
down two flights of stairs each day, and 
they had to pay extra tuition for the 
privilege of using them, too; but these 
students really wanted commercial train- 
ing. 

When the auditorium was remodeled, 
the department moved to the second 
tloor, and we felt a little more that we 
belonged to Bible School. All the time 
the Bible School was in Cleveland, the 
head of the department also conducted 
another school, and not until we came to 
Sevierville did we feel that we were ac- 
tually a part of the school. 


The first year the Bible School was in 
Sevierville, the commercial course con- 
sisted of six classes with twenty-four 
students enrolled. This year we have 
eleven classes and the total number of 
students enrolled is eighty-seven. We are 
anticipating an even larger enrollment 
for 1941-42 with more advanced and de- 
tailed courses. 

We wish it were possible to publish 
some full-length sermons which, as they 


were delivered, students in this depart- 
ment took in shorthand and later trans- 
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cribed on the typewriters.

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Question Box 
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Question: Please explain 1 Cor. 14:22- 
24. The 22nd verse says that tongues are 
for a sign to them that believe not. The 
23rd verse says that unbelievers will say 
you are mad. The 24th verse says that 
those that believe not are convinced of 
all. Does this mean that speaking with 
other tongues is a sign to the sinner 
and though they may say, “Ye are mad, 
yet they are convinced that those who are 
speaking are right? Has the word “un- 
known” in this chapter been added by the 
translators? and is this the same gift 
that is recorded in Acts, chapter 2?— 
Mrs. L. S. S. 

Answer: This question is a very im- 
portant one. If one should read just the 
verses referred to in the 14th chapter of 
1 Corinthians, it would be very easy to 
become confused or to think that the 
verses are contradictory; but this is far 
from the truth. To begin with, the chap- 
ter is treating on gifts, as is shown by the 
first verse, “Follow after charity, and de- 
sire spiritual gifts.” In speaking of the 
gift of tongues, the word “unknown” is 
supplied by the translators, but the con- 
text shows that the tongues which were 
spoken were unknown to those present. 
This does not, however, signify that the 
language could have been understood 
some place but rather that it could, be- 
cause if it could not have been under- 
stood by any man, being learned or un- 
learned would have nothing to do with 
the ability to understand. 


There is a contrast shown between the 
two gifts; namely, the gift of prophecy 
and the gift of tongues, and the apostle 
plainly shows that the gift of prophecy 
is the greater unless the gift of tongues 
is accompanied by the gift of interpre- 
tation. Then it seems to be on a par with 
the gift of prophecy and is reckoned as 
being about the same thing. So we con- 
clude that the gift of tongues is an in- 
complete gift and that it is necessary, 
should one have the gift of tongues, that 
they also have the gift of interpretation. 
Verse 13, “Wherefore let him that speak- 
eth in an unknown tongue pray that he 
may interpret,” literally means, “Let him 
that has the gift of tongues pray for the 
gift of interpretation also.” This will 
help one, then, to understand the 22nd 
verse referred to, “Wherefore tongues 
are for a sign, not to them that believe, 
but to them that believe not;” that is, 
the gift of tongues with the gift of in- 
terpretation will, because of its mutual 
working, be convincing; but, if, accord- 
ing to the 23rd verse, the whole church 
came together in one place and all spake 
in tongues and there was none to inter- 
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pret, those who were unlearned or unbe- 
lievers would think that all were mad. 
The 24th verse merely. shows that proph- 
ecy would serve the same purpose as 
tongues with interpretation but would be 
far in contrast if it was to be the one 
gift alone contrasted with the gift of 
tongues. 

Tongues in the 2nd chapter of Acts 
was a sign to the unbelievers because they 
heard them speak in their own language. 
It was given as an evidence of the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost, though the bap- 
tism might have been accompanied with 
the gift of tongues. 

Question: Please explain Rom. 11:29, 
“For the gifts and calling of God are 
without repentance.”—S. A. M. 

Answer: At first glance it might be 
believed that this scripture sets forth the 
idea that repentance is unnecessary on the 
part of those to whom God’s gifts and 
calling are to come, but this is far from 
the right interpretation of this verse. 
The context shows that God had called 
Israel, had made a covenant with him 
and was letting it be known that He 
would not at any time forsake His prom- 
ise that He had made and that the call- 
ing and the gift to Israel was not to be 
repented of on the part of God, or after 
He had called one He would perform His 
promise and after He had given a gift He 
would not repent. The translation of 
Weymouth says, “For never does God re- 
pent of His free gifts or of His call. 
Just as you were formerly disobedient to 
Him, but now have received mercy when 
they are disobedient, so they also now 
have been disobedient when you are re- 
ceiving mercy; so that they too may now 
receive mercy.” Moffatt’s translation sets 
forth the same thing, perhaps even a lit- 
tle plainer, “For God never goes back 
upon his gifts and call. Once you dis- 
obeyed God, and now you enjoy his 
mercy, thanks to their disobedience; in 
the same way they at present are dis- 
obedient, so that they in turn may en- 
joy the same mercy as yourselves. For 
God has consigned all men to disobedi- 
ence, that he may have mercy upon all.” 
So the teaching is plain that both upon 
the Jew and the Gentile God will have 
mercy and not repent of the mercy that 
He has bestowed upon mankind. 


Question: Please explain Rev. 16:3, 
“And the second angel poured out his 
vial upon the sea; and it became as the 
blood of a dead man: and every living 
soul died in the sea.”—J. H. P. 


Answer: The word “soul” in this verse 
comes from the Greek word “psuzhe” and 
sets forth the animal sentiment principle 
only, the principle of animal life as con- 
trasted with plant life; thus it is distin- 
guished from the Greek form “pneuma”

sight of numerous dusty sandled feet in 
Mexico has made the Lord's example of 
foot washing seem more real to us. 


This tropical country of varied fruits 
and flowers and trees lying in altitude 
half way between the high plateau of 
Mexico with its thin, dry air, and the 
damp ocean air of the city of Vera Cruz, 
some thirty miles away, is a favorite sum- 
mer and winter resort. One of its beauti- 
ful valleys is accessible only by cable 
train. The track is exceedingly steep, and 
some three miles long, reaching into the 
rich valley below. Cars carrying as high 
as sixty people are pulled by a huge cable, 
rolled by motor on a gigantic drum at 
the top of the plateau. The fertile valley 
and silvery river may be seen stretching 
off toward the distant mountains. No 
prettier view can be found anywhere in 
the world. And BELIEVE IT OR NOT, 
the Indians pull grass for padding, bal- 
ance themselves in a sitting position on 
one rail, feet and hands in the air, and 
slide at terrific speed clear to the bottom. 
I imagine if one lost his balance he 
would roll headlong through brush and 
rocks down the steep mountainside. A 
group passed us while we were photo- 
graphing this scene and we asked them 
why they didn’t slide down instead of 
walking, or rather, climbing down. They 
all assured us that they could and did 
slide down, but being midday it would be 
entirely too hot on the portion they sat 
on. 


On a more recent trip of some two 
hundred miles, we visited one of our 
churches in a city far off the beaten path 





of tourists, over rough mountain roads. 
The city of some fifteen or twenty thou- 
sand is located in a peaceful semitropical 
scene on a quiet, clear river, flowing 
down from the great snow-covered vol- 


canic peaks not far away, which reach an. 


elevation of over 18,000 feet. Numerous 
lazy black vultures and many-hued par- 
rots roosted in the trees lining the river, 
and the voices of singing birds and happy 
children could be heard everywhere. But 
this is far from being a peaceful city. 
The rough cobblestone streets are ex- 
ceedingly narrow (not wide enough for 
our car to pass another) and lined solid 
with adobe homes and buildings. The 
night was black, with no lights to break 
the darkness, save dim rays from homes. 
We were advised that five men had been 
killed and robbed in a car the night be- 
fore, and three the night before that. 
Some of us had to sleep in the car that 
night in the narrow dark street. Pleasant 
dreams! 


We had gone there to straighten out 
some difficulty among the churches so 
the gathering of twenty-five pastors and 
workers from outlying churches was not 
a spiritual feast, but it was the business 
of the Lord and it ended with perfect ac- 
cord, great joy, and much weeping of re- 
pentance and blessing. Brother Ruesga 
handled the meeting with rare judgment 
and courage. After a midnight lunch, 


under thatched or grass roof and candle - 


light, Mrs. Archer, our niece, Betty Mae 
Daniel, and I were ushered proudly to the 
only bed in the district. After inspect- 
ing the prepared bed, our host concluded 
that the grass mats were not sufficient 
mattress, so they begged us to wait while 
they bustled off into the night over cob- 
blestones. After a long time they re- 
turned proudly displaying a dilapidated 
lumpy mattress, which was added to the 
bed. As we thankfully retired for what 
was left of the night, we wondered how 
many poor kiddies had been rolled off 
that mattress in the middle of the night 
to provide the Americans with a better 
bed. We deeply appreciated their loving 
efforts, and God honored them, for we 
slept like tired children. We awakened in 
the morning to find that we had not 
slept alone, for in one corner was a sit- 
ting hen and turkey and in an undivided 
adjoining portion of the house, several 
little black urchins rose from grass mats 
on dirt floor, peeked at us with grinning 
white teeth showing, rolled up their mats 
and ran out to play. These places are 
kept, however, surprisingly clean. 


That morning, eating breakfast in the 
open under grass roof, with the pastors 
and workers, we were proudly informed 
that the room just above our heads housed 
not less than one hundred poisonous 
scorpions. They told us (with our meal) 
of one family of five who all died from 
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eating a pot of beans in which a scorpion 
had dropped. They were quite amused 
when I pretended to seek for scorpions in 
my beans. At another time, they said, the 
pastor was delivering his morning ser- 
mon when one dropped down the back of 
his neck and gradually worked down 
without stinging him, until it came out 
his pant leg. They said the pastor kept on 
preaching, but that his manifestations 
were quite Pentecostal that morning. 

All of these brethren are good, sincere 
and capable workers and have built up 
large congregations and constructed some 
splendid church buildings over Mexico. 
How we long to get to them with the 
Holy Ghost revivals and see them filled 
with the Holy Spirit, but at present our 
Bible School work keeps us busy, with 
classes from 9:00 a. m. until 8:00 p. m. 
Most of the temples, as they are called 
here, are built of adobe bricks and cov- 
ered with plaster, being roofed with either 
tiling or grass. They make very pretty 
churches, and most of them are commodi- 
ous. 

Those of you who are called to the 
ministry of prayer, pray for us and for 
these hungry pastors and laymen, that 
we might be privileged to go among 
them with great Holy Ghost revivals. We 
feel that with six months or a year on the 
field, we could triple the Bible School 
attendance, by getting hundreds filled 
with the Holy Ghost and stirring up the 
call of Christ in their lives.
